After the salt • 
hss been Introduced the sausages 
mnst be dried at least 20 days in a 
temperature not lower than 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit. A period of five days is 
allowed for preliminary curing, which 
may be curtailed, provided the time In 
ihe drying room is correspondingly in- , 
creased.
